that disease kills far more than bul- 
lets, and is the chief enemy to be 
feared. 

No man—or woman—in Canada com- 
plains because the lives of Canadians 
have been sacrificed in upholding the 
empire, But when this is said, all is 
paid. Wrom the mealgre report receiv- 
ed there is too much reason to fear 
that the Canadians were the victims 
of one of those “unfortunate occur- 
rences” which have been so numerous 
on the British side in the South Afri- 
can war. We have heard too oftenal- 
ready of brave lives being uselessly 
sacrificed as the result of ignorance 
and incompetence on the part of su- 
perior officers for a repetilion of the 
story to arouse enthusiasm. It would 
seem that the principal loss of life 
occurred to the force under Captain 
Bruce Carruthers, who the despatches 
say held their post until every man 
was killed or wounded. Such action 
is becoming to men, and Canadians. 
It is what their countrymen expect- 
ed of them; and for which we are proud 
of them and of ourselves, as their fel- 
low countrymen. But what is to be 
raid of the generalship which, with an 
overwhelming force at command and 
uolimited resources, permits a single 
company to be thus overwhe'med. If 
it were thefirst case of the kind in the 
war, or the hundredth, it would not be 
so deplorable. But to think that af- 
ter two years and a, half of experience 
in South Africa such things still occur, 
and to men whom the event shows to 
have been of the highest courage and 
most absolute’ reliability, indicates 
something inexpressibly rotten in Brit- 
ish. army affairs. 

And unfortunately the British army 
has no monopoly of such incompetence. 
The factis connected with the organiza- 
tion of this very Third Contingent at 
Halifax showed that we in Canada are 
sometimes not more fortunate than 
our friends in Britain in the choice of 
the men to whose judgment and cour- 
age we commit the livas of our soldiers. 
Further comment may well await fur- 
ther information; but although the 
Third Contingent was technically a 
British force commauded by British of- 
ficers, Cz2nada who furnished the men 
whc have so freely sacrificed their 
lives, has a right to know—and ithe 
people of Canada will demand to know 
—upon whom rests the responsibility 
for this sacrifice. Was it a military 
necessity, or the result of military in- 
competeace on the part of those in 
authority ¢ There is no limit to what 
Canada and Canadians will do in sup- 
port of the empire, except that they 
will not submit to be made the victims 
of official ignorance. Ii the officers of 
the Third Contingent are not to blame 
the country wants to know it, and if 
they are to blame the country wants 
them punished. Incompetence in a 
military officer is a high crime, and 
Should be so treated. Right now is a 
good time to begin. (

PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT 
TURNED DOWN, 


The following letter to the Hion. F. 
iW. G. Haultain, from the Minister of 
the Interior, explairs the view taken 
by the Government of this important 
subject; 0 
Ottawa, March 27, 1902. 
Dear Mr. Haultain, 

Absence from Oftawa due to ill- 
health has prevented me from com- 
municating with you on the subjects 
discussed by you aad your colleague 
when. here, respecting the figancial and 
constitutional status of the North- 
West Territories. I presume, however, 
that you wou'd have gathered our 
views from the expressions of qpinion 
which took place duringour interviews 
and our ¢onclusions will not, therefore, 
I trust, come in the way of a surprise. 

It is the view of the Government 
that it will not be wise at the present 
time to pass legislation forming the 
North-West Territories into a pro- 
vincg or provinces. Some of the reas- 
ons leading to this view may be found 
in the fact that the population of the 
Territories is yet sparce; that the rapid 
increase in population now taking place 
will in a short time alter the condi- 
tions to be dealt with very materially;

and that there is a considerable dif- 
ference of opinion respecting the ques- 
tion whether there should be one pro- 
vince only or more than ene province. 
Holding this view, therefore, it will 
not be necessary for me to discuss the 
details of the draft bill which you pre- 
sented as embodying your views. 

Respecting the present financial re- 
celroree’ the question of an increase 
in yout subsidy is now receiving consid- 
eration, but the result cannot, as you 
are aware, be communicated until the 
estimates ate brought before Parlia- 
ment. This I have every reason to 
hope will take place in a very short 
time. g . : t

Rep!yinig to the Hon. Clifford Sifton, 
on April 22nd, Mr Haultain in his let' 
ter says; . 

“I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 27th March, convey- 
ing the decision of the Government 
with regard to the financial and consti- 
tutional questions which have been the 
subject of discussion during the past 
year anda half. So far from your con- 
clusions coming as a surprise as you 
suggert, I must say quite frankly that 
the decision of the Government has 
come not only as a surprise, but as a 
deep disappointment as well. 

“These opinions and the long delay 
that followed, in order to choose a con- 
venient time for that “mature and 
careful consideration of the various 
and important subjects which wil! re- 
quire to be debated and settled in con- 
nection with the establishment of the 
Territories as a province or upon pro- 
vincial bagis,” led us to suppose that 
when the subject was finally taken up 
it would be taken up with a view to 
immediate settlement. The written 
statements, which have been made by 
me, must have proved conclusively that 
the necessity for the change was a 
pressing one and that we had arrived 
at a point when our constitutional and 
financial position was not adequate to 
the proper performance of the duties 
devolving upon us. 

“T might point out that we have at 
least ten times the population of Mani- 
toba when it was erected into a pro- 
vince, and a larger population than 
that province had so lately as 1891; a 
considerably larger population than the 
province of Prince Edward Island and 
with the immigration of the present 
season a considerably larger popula- 
tion than the province of British Go- 
lumbia according to the Jate census. 
Another reason advanced is; “That the 
rapid increase in population now tak- 
ing place will in a short time alter the 
conditions to be dealt with, very mater- 
ially.” This rapid increase in popula- 
tion’ is one of the principal reasons 
why we are asking to be formed into 
a province, in order that we may be 
able to deal with the new conditions 
that it brings about. The longer it 
goes on without the change the more 
aggravated the present difficulties will 
become. 

“With; os to a divergence of 
Opinion as to one or more Provinces, I 
‘might say that that is a difficulty 
which will always exist and which any 


postponement of action will not re- 
move. 


_“T must also s1y On behalf of the 
Northwest ‘government that after hav- 
ing been asked to meet a sub-commit- 
tee of the privy conncil and to state 
our case not only verbally but in writ- 
ing, it is extremely unsatisfactory that 
the government has come to the con- 
clusion; “That it will not be neces- 
sary to discuss the details of the draft 
bill which embodied our views.” This 
1S 2 conclusion to the pegotiationg 
which have heen held which we could 
hardly have expected considering the 
importance of the subject discussed 
and the formal manner in which the 
discussion has taken place, 


“We cannot but regret that the gov- 
ernment has not been able to recog- 
nize the urgent necessit y for the 
change that has been asked and can 

only trust that as you have denied us 
the opportunity of helping ourselves 
you wi!l be at least impressed with the 
hecassity and the duty, which is now 
yours. of meeting the pressing neces- 
sities of thege rapidly developing Ter- 
ritories, While we may, in your op- 
inion without inconvenience mark time 
constitutionally. we cannot do without 
the transportation facilities, the roads, 
the bridges, the schools and the other 
improvements which our rapidly grow- 
ing: population imperatively requires, 
and at once. Whether we are made 
into a province or not, our financial 
necessities are just as real, and in con- 
clusion I can only trust that when the 
question of an ircrease io our subsidy 
| iS Feceiving consideration, more weight 
will be given to our representations in 
that respect than has been given to 
our requests for constitutional 


changes.” 


Awful Disaster at Football Match 


_Glasgow, April 6.—The sualty 
list of the disaster at litte Pare 
where a number of persons were kill- 
ed or injured by the collapse of a 
Spectators’ stand during the football 
taatch yesterday afternoon between 
England and Scotland, has been com- 
pleted to-day. The disaster resulied 
in the death of twénty-one persons 
and the injuring of 250. Nearly 200 
of the latter were so seriously hurt 
they were taken to _ infirmaries for 
operation and treatment, where 150 
of them sti!l remain. Several more 
deaths undoubtedly will result. 

To-day the infirmaries are besi 
by friends and relatives of es 
tims of the disaster, and heart-rending 
Scenes were witnessed when the names 
of the dead were Posted outside the 
building. 

The action of the authorities at 
Ibrox Park in averting a more general 
panic by permitting the game to pro- 
ceed, while they eucouraged the im- 
pression that th e accident was not 
Serious, 1s not generaily commended. 
The incongruity ot the yelis of the 
app ause, mingling with the groans of 
the struggling sufferers will never be 
forgotten by those who witnessed the 
Scene at the rear of the terrace.

LIFE AND EXPERIENCE IN THE NORTH} 
Communicated. 


Zhe person who does not dare to ex- 
periment will not progress far, espe- 
cially if he is a brother farmer. I once 
asked a man to allow me to plant a 
few hills of potatoes and mark them in 
order to see how they turned out; he 
said he did not care to take the risk 
on, three or four hills. We have seen 
many like him. When such a man 
asks me about the Northwest, I tell 
him not to think of that great coun- 
try, and to Save his passage money. 


In my last communication I spoke 
of high freight rates on the northern 
routes and the effect of these on the 
farmens. Take salt for instance: but- 
ter and bacon packing expends a large 
guantity. In other ways much _in- 

nveriescre is caused by having its use 
eo restricted. We will better under- 
etand the situation by giving an ac- 
count of the use of salt. 


We foued that hay could be cut and 
hayled into the barn or stack with 
very ttre trying. If a sufficient. 
quantity of salt was mixed with it, 
thehay could cure in good condition 
and come out bright and sweet the 
next winter, If there was rain water 
upon, the grass it would blacken a lit- 
tle, but it would retain the natural 
juices. We have put up newly cut 
timothy and clover, when in bloom, 
without drying, and had it come out 
a good color. Though we would pre- 
fer it half dry as in this condition it 
produces the best qua'tity and is not 
so heavy to handle. 


In rainy seasony, like last in Mani- 
toba and the tbree last in the north, 
we would not hesitate to attempt to 
cecute hay in good condition, with two 
hours rain each day, provided it would 
come at one time no matter at what 
time of the day. With plenty of salt 
we would work it to a finish; while 
from the proceeds of the dairy and the 
general condition of the stock, we 
would astoaish the natives, as we did 
some of our friends in “Old Canada” 
who were “sure cur cattle would niot 
winter well and we would lose a lot.” 


They looked in vain, acknowledged 
themselves beaten and bought 
salt by the ton to use in 
the same manner the  follow- 
ing season. There parties with 


their neighbors never talk of salt in 
less than ton ‘losts. Though it did 
take six or eight years before some 
had the courage to try it. 

With freight from Edmonton to Ver- 
milion at about $120 per ton salt is out 
of our reach, while to bring it from 
Salt river, down north, would be no 
cheaper. If we did not know the value 
of this commodity we would not re- 
gret the loss of it.

Canadians Meant Death or Glory. 


London, April 4.—There was severe 
fighting all day long ou March 31, in 
the neighborhood of Hari’s river, in the 
kouthwestern extremity of ihe Trans- 
vaal, betaveen part of General Kitchen- 
er’s force and the forces of Generals 
Delarey and Kemp, resulting in the re- 
pulse of the Boers after heavy losses on 
beth sides. The Canadian rifles espe- 
cially distinguished themselves, ove 
party commanded by Leiutenant Bruce 
Carruthers holding its post till every 
man was killed or wounded. 

Lord Kitchener’s official report, dat- 
ed from Pretoria yesterday evening, 
Says; “General Kitchener (Lord Kitch- 
ener’s bro‘her) sent Colonels Keir and 
Cookson {rom Vriekuil, Western Trans- 
vaal. March 31, to reconnoiter towards 
Hart’s river. They soon struck the 
track of guns, and carried on a run- 
ning fight for eight miles, following 
the track through the bush. Emerging 
on a plain, large Boer re-inforcemenis 
advanced against their flanks, forcing 
the British troops to take upa de- 
fensible position, which they hastily en- 
ftrenched. Fighting ensued at close 
quarters, until the Boers were re- 
pulsed on all sides. 

“Delarey, Kemp and other leaders 
vainly attempted to persuade their 
men to renew the action. Fifteen hun- 
dred Boers participaied in the engage- 
ment, but they had suffered too heay- 
ily, and cleared away to the northwest 
and south. The british losses were 
also severe. The Canadian rifles espe- 
cialiy distinguished themselves, one 
party, commanded by Lieut. Bruce Car- 
ruthers, holding its post till every man 
was kil'ed ot wounded. Others of the 
forces showes great steadiness. allow- 
ing the Boers to advance within two 
hundred yards of them, and repelling 
them witb, a steady fire.” 

The British losses were three officers 
and twenty-four men Killed, and  six- 
teen officers, and 131 men wounded. 
The Boers admit that they lost 137 
men killed or wounded. The Boers, 
who were commanded by Generals 
Kemp and Potgieter, attacked with 
great determination, but the Canadian 
contingent, which was the !ast to ar- 
rive in South Africa from Canada, and 
two squadrons of yeomanry, under Col- 
one! Cookson, and the artillery and 
mounted rifles under Col. Kier, pre- 
sented such a siout front that the 
burghers were finally forced to re- 
treat. The casualty fist shows ‘that 
the second Canadian Mounted Rifies 
had four officers wounded, nine men 
killed, and fortv men wounded.

Why Australians Were Shot. 


London, Apri! 4.—The war office 
this afternoon issued an officia’ state- 
ment of the facts in regard to the 
Austra’ians sentenced for murdering 
Boer prisoners, as follows; 

“The Bushveldt Carbineers, © who 
were recruited in South Africa but in- 
cluded in other colonials, were em- 
ployed in July and August in the wild- 
est part of the Transvaal, eighty 
miles northeast .of Pietersburg, and 
took a certato uumber of prisoners.; 
Grave irregularities on the part of 
certain officers of the corps came to 
the knowledge of the military authori- 
ties in October and an exhaustive in- 
vestigation was ordered by Lord 
Kitchener. 

“As a result of the inquiry five offi- 
cers were tried by court martial at 
Pietersburg 1n January last and were 
found guilty 1s principals or acces- 
sories of twelve murders. Lieutenants 
Hancock and Morant were sentenced 
to teath, which was carried out. 
These officers were also charged with 
the murder of Rev. C. Hesse. Although 
there was strong suspicion that they 
committed the murder the ecvideace 
was not coasidered sufficient to justify 
their conviction. Lieut. Witton was 
found gui!ty of murder and was sent- 
enced to death, but there were miti- 
gatirg circumstances, and the sentence 
was commuted to life imprisonment 
at penal servitude. Lieut. Picton was 
found guilty of manslaughter and 
was cashiered. Major’ Ienahan, com- 
manding the Carbineers, who became 
aware of the crimes subsequent to the 
committal, was convicted of culpable 
negligence in not reporiing them and 
was ordered home to Australia, his 
dismissal being unnecessary owing to 
the disbandinent of the corps. 

“No doubt exists as to the guilt of 
the accused, whose plea in extenua- 
tion that g number of their corps 
were ill-treated by the Boers, was not 
sustained by the evidence at the trial. 
The sentences were such as ~ would 
have been infiicted on any ‘officers 
similarly guilty.”
